Sen. Trent Lotfs brother-in-law, Richard "Dickie" Scruggs, a high-profile trial lawyer best known for suing Big 
Tobacco and insurance companies, has been indicted oh bribery charges. 

Several media outlets are reporting the news about Scruggs, who has been accused of trying to bribe a 
Mississippi judge. Scruggs is perhaps best known for suing tobacco companies in multibillion-dollar lav/suits in the 
late 1990s. But he also acted as Lotfs lawyer, as well as the attorney for many Mississippi homeowners, in a 
successful lawsuit against State Farm Insurance when the firm denied thousands of claims in the wake of 
Hurricane Katrina. 

Scruggs Is perhaps the most powerful attorney In Mississippi but is well-known in Washington for his involvement 
in tobacco and asbestos litigation over the years.

The way this is setup is not very Intuitive. I am a Network Specialist and the SE Region Web Manager and this 
was not very intuitive to me and others had the same issue I experienced. The prominent blue banner links as 
they are will not work with the American with Disabilities Act(AD A) requirements because the tags on the banner 
only show Voices Across Alaska: State Budget Priorities and not dick here to goto the survey, blind people will 
not be able to read the text In the image of the banner directing them that this is a link to the survey.,. This is why 
In the Statewide Web Functional Work Group it was previously decided that links shouldn't be In banners unless 
the alt tags (mouse over message) In the banner specifies what it links to and as a rule banner links should be 
avoided if possible. I know it makes our sites not as flashy to the eye but ft makes it easier to navigate especially 
for those that may be disabled. 

Also, the notification that was sent to all State Employees shows links that most people would expect to go to the 
survey which don'L I can understand your reason behind doing it this way soft linking as you call it, but there are 
better ways of meeting your needs that are more intuitive to the common user, which I will point out below. If it 
isn't Intuitive to me I can see many other people that it would not be intuitive for as well. 

The links provided in the Statewide employee email notification didn't go io the news release instead it went to 
either Governor Palins online office page which has a banner link to the survey or to the main State of Alaska 
page which also has a banner with a link which was not Intuitive because these banners look very similar to the 
banner in the notification that was sent out that links to nothing. Most people naturally look for a web link not 
banner links to the survey and the only link that looks like it may go to the survey is Gov. Invites Public Input on 
Budget which goes right back to the news release. 

It would make more sense to have the link Inside the news release that goes directly to the survey or if you want 
the ability to update the link you could setup a redirect link on the State Web Server that redirects to the survey, 
this way you don't have to change the link just change the server redirect Thls would allow for the redirect link to 
be sent out in the notification that would navigate the user directly to the survey and would still meet your needs of 
being able to update without resending the notification. Most users wouldn't be aware they are clicking a redirect 
link and not a hard link. 

I have done this for many of the SE Region DOT project websites because people bookmark old websites and we 
need to redirect them to the current one without having to send a notification out, or another press release to the 
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public This is done by setting all the Did web pages with redirects that point to the new web pages and it also 
qrves the ability to setup a timed notification to the user that the web page has been updated and they should 
update their saved links. This is seemless and beneficial to the public, you may want to consider using this 
method in the future instead of putting the links Inside other links which can lead to confusion. This also avoids 
users from having dead links to sites that may have been updated to a new location. 

We must understand as Web Managers that we need to setup our sites for people that may not be that familiar 
with the internet yet and also meet the ADA requirements. The websites that 1 have setup have been setup so 
they are Intuitive to people that are not that proficient with navigating through web sites. The less confusion to the 
common citizen the more useful the sites will be for them. Studies have been done that show people lose interest 
or get confused or lost if they have to click too many links to get to the information they are looking for. Some 
things to consider. Thanks for the response.

Good morning Sean, 



I enjoyed talking with you and catching up a few days ago. Sounds like you have been busy 
lately, which is to be expected. I hope you're enjoying the job and responsibilities. 



Thanks for taking the time to discuss the ANWR issue and the role Arctic Power can and 
does play in working to advocate for responsible development of ANKR. I -have been a 
member of Arctic Power since it was .formed and have been advocating for ANWR development 
since the late 19B0's. I will admit that I am somewhat of a zealot on the issue. 



My initial goal is to maintain a presence in the Governor's budget as we continue to 
develop the role Arctic Power will play over the next several years. Quite honestly, I 
hope that we can convince you and Governor Palin that additional investment is well 
justified given the potential for long term revenues from ANWR, the obstacles and 
challenges that are likely to come into play over the next several years, and the risk of 
having ANUS'S coastal plain designated wilderness, which would put it off limits fcr 
development, likely forever, but certainly for the foreseeable future. 
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I have attached the letter I drafted last year when we were successful in getting $120,000 
appropriated. I think all of the arguments still apply. Here are some of the reasons why 
I think funding for Arctic Power should be continued and increased for the next several 
years : 



1, National Elections and what is expected to be a relatively big turnover in Congress. 
All of the new members and their staff will need to be educated on the ANWR issue, as well 
as new staff of returning members. Our efforts coordinate with other interest groups who 
are supportive of the issue but we are the only group that really has the ANWR issue as a 
single focus. I know that the Governor's office will be doing office visits and education 
on Alaskan issues but their focus will and should be much broader. Arctic Power has 
significant name ID associated with the ANWR issue. The effort is time consuming and 
updated educational materials will be necessary. You are aware of the materials generated 
by Arctic Power in the past and I have asked our very limited staff to put together some 
packets of. that information for the Administration and to help with our efforts with the 
legislature on the funding issue. Arctic Power still has a presence in D.C. and are 
contacted by and contact various media on a regular basis. It has of course been somewhat . 
limited because we only have funding for a one person office in D.C. and he is stretched 
very, very thin. Fortunately, he is also an avid supporter of the issue and is doing the 
best he can to manage. 



2. Helping to coordinate the lobbying effort and educational process. We have built up 
considerable contacts and relationships over the years but we need to have enough of a 
presence so that we do not lose credibility. Our coalition partners and Hill staff have 
in the past have looked to us for leadership and have used our office as a main source of 
good, quality information on the ANWR issue. A one person office does not foster a great 
deal of seriousness or respect. It will be particularly important over the next several 
years. 



3. Protecting Alaska and Alaskan's Investment. Arctic Power has been a significant and 
very credible force in the ANWR debate for many years. While we have maintained 
memberships in the organization most of our funding has been through the State of Alaska. 
The investment has established a credible "brand name" organization that is far more 
recognized in D,C. than in Alaska. That is due to the fact that most of our efforts have 
been outside of Alaska as Alaskan's have consistently support ANWR development and that is 
where the action was taking place. We have coordinated with the Governor's office, our 
Congressional Delegation and their staffs, and various other interest groups over the last 
almost 20 years. There are many, many individual Alaskan's from all across Alaska who 
have volunteered their time, energy and money toward the effort. 
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4. Maintaining an independent Arctic Power. The State of Alaska stands to be the 
biggest winner, or loser, on the ANWR issue and I know this Administration will continue 
to have a focus on it. I believe, however, that it makes a great deal of sense from a 
strategic logistical standpoint to have a well established and credible independent entity 
also focusing almost entirely on the issue. Scheduling and coordinating visits to Hill 
offices for visiting Alaskan's on the ANWR issue is not something that I expect the 
Governor's D.C. office will or should be doing. Arctic Power can also attend coalition 
meetings and gather intelligence on the ANWR issue and in general that can, and will, be 
passed on to the Governor's office. Arctic Power has established excellent contacts' with 
various media, interest groups, labor unions and individuals, in D.C. and around the 
country, and cannot maintain that effort and be a credible source on a shoestring budget. 



Here's what I think is necessary for the next_ several years and ask you to give it serious 
consideration. I have recently agreed to be one of the co-chairs of Arctic Power and 
pledge to work the legislature on the issue so that there is support for the funding. 1 
will also, of course, also work closely with the Administration. 



We need a minimum 2 person office in D.C. and the ability to contract with a professional 
advisory lobbyist, in D.C. on a part time basis. That will enable Arctic Power to have a 
much better impact in dealing with Hill offices and VIP meetings with coalition partner 
leaders; and, coordinate and conduct an educational effort with the new Congress after the 
2003 elections. Arctic Power has always used a part time lobbyist to conduct some of it's 
business in D.C. and is, I think, a necessity to the effort. It is also important from a 
strategic standpoint because it is a great source of intelligence that can supplement the 
efforts of our Congressional Delegation "and the Governor's D.C. office.. We also may need 
the ability to "ramp up" " as necessary during critical times but I think that can likely be 
handled through the Governor's Office budget where warranted. 



I think we could accomplish our mission and objectives with an annual appropriation of 
$250,000 over the next 2 years. I think Arctic Power could manage to match part of the 
funding with a total of 360-100,000 per year. Those funds are currently used to maintain 
our office in Alaska and that presence is also needed for grant administration and 
compliance, coordinating Arctic Power Board and Executive Committee efforts (including 
D.C. visits), limited fundraising efforts (memberships, etc.) and general administration 
and budget maintenance. Our off-ices are located in donated space so there is significant 
in kind funding in addition to the amount I mentioned above. I recognize that $250,000 
annually is a significant amount but I think it is a good investment. Again, I will help 
work the legislature on the funding issue. 



I think the most important thing is to get some funds placed in the Governor's budget. As 
you know, that makes it much easier during the budget process. The amount can be 
increased or decreased as necessary during the budget process and the Governor has the 
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final say in any event. 



From a political standpoint it provides insulation from unnecessary criticism should 
efforts to designate ANHS as wilderness be successful. I know that is not a prime concern 
of yours or the Governor's but I mention it because, after all, you are smack in the 
middle of a political system and I think this administration is doing a great job thus 
far. 



I could offer lots more but reading this will take enough of your time. Let me know what 
you think.

Subject: Willow Lake Issues 

Senator Huggins, as you are aware the homeowners on Willow Lake have been 
meeting with Ron Stroman, Chief Aviation Leasing for the DOT regarding Willow Lake; 
seaplane operation issues, the banning of jet skis, dock fees and some other issues. It 
is unfortunate that you were not able to attend our meeting in October as it was lively 
and both sides left with different conclusions. Ron has repeatedly stated that he is "pro 
aviation" and because of that I feel he is not capable of being unbiased which has cause 
for concern by myself and other landowners. 

Ron was to meet with one of our home owner representatives Cheryl "Fuglestad, as well 
as a representative of Willow Air to come up with a Lake Use Plan which has now been 
named 'Aviation Safety Plan 3 final draft". Due to timing issues this meeting has been 
postponed until after the holiday's but Ron gave us a draft to review. It was agreed that 
we would try to compromise, both, the sea plane operations and the home owners. 
Agree to a plan we could both live with. The only reference of compromise I see is the 
addition of buoys for lanes, and the rest are lake restrictions for the lake users. It has 
become obvious that this is not going to work and urge your help and cooperation in 
resolving some issues before we all incur legal costs. 

Willow Lake has been a multi use lake for over 40 years with no recorded or reported 
accidents to date. I find it curious as to why all of a sudden the State feels that lake 
restrictions are to be made. It still is unclear as to how this lake became a sea plane 
lake as in a 2003 Study It clearly stated that the lake was unfit to be one for numerous 
reasons. But Ron explained that the State has the ability to make minor changes to the 
study, and made It one anyway without any notification to the landowners. 

If there truly are issues I would assume they would be environmental in nature. The 
noise study reflected that there is a valid concern and suggests that the planes make 
adjustments to their take off pattern to accommodate this. There is a small island where 
sea birds nest and I feel because of the planes getting so close to their nests during 
take off the numbers have reduced. There was increased plane activity on the lake this 
summer somewhat due to the purchasing of aviation fuel. This truly concerns me 
because of the possibility of lake contamination. I would like to know if there is an 
environmental fuel spillage response plan in effect, and a kit readily available in case of 
spillages forthis commercial operation; and if the state is monitoring it. 

I purchased my property on the lake this past year to build my retirement home. When I 
purchased this a title search was completed, and nowhere did it state that this lake was 
a sea plane lake and managed by DOT vs. DNR and any restrictions against this 
property. He states it was my responsibility to do the research, how would I know.

Subject: UAF School of Fisheries Budget: Expansion of Undergraduate Fisheries Program 

Dear Governor 

I would like to urge you to consider and support the new Bachelor of Arts program in Fisheries that UAF is 
proposing. There already exists a program for training fisheries biologists with a strong emphasis toward 
science and statistics. As you are aware, Alaska has been a leader in successful fisheries management in 
the State and Federal fisheries, v/ith a large amount of credit going to abundant resources, favorable 
ocean climatic conditions, and adherence to "good" science in the fishery policy and management arenas. 
The program proposed by UAF is to provide a curriculum for those that will be Involved in fisheries In the 
broader sense (beyond biological management). In particular, this curriculum would be for participants in 
the fisheries (harvesters); the fishing industry (processors, marketers etc) or as a policy maker involved in 
the fisheries. 

The world of fishing has become increasingly complex and the level of understanding necessary to be 
able to intelligently participate in the fisheries and the fishery management processes has risen 
considerably. In order to be successful in this age, fishermen have to be much better business managers 
and understand the potential return on long term investments in gear, vessels, and permits, into that 
equation, fishermen need to be able to read fishery stock assessments for trends, age class strengths, 
recruitment curves - much as one would read a stock prospectus. Additionally, it now requires an 
Increasing depth of knowledge to effectively participate at fisheries management bodies such as the 
Board of Fisheries, NPFMC, IPHC, While there will always be a need for people to speak plain and simple 
from their hearts and be heard at these forums, there is also a need for a level of understanding by some 
participants and decision makers to bring these concepts to fruition. 

Additionally, fisheries world-wide and in Alaska have come under attack by those that employ 
questionable science- v/ith dubious extrapolated conclusions - but have foundation financial support and 
a fast-track Into the popular press. Unfortunately, the corrections and retractions do not receive the same 
publicity. Participants In fisheries-related fields need to be able to discern between "good" science and 
"headline'' science and not be swayed by sensationalism. 

However, many of us that are Involved In fisheries have varied Backgrounds, As a case in point, I 
currently sit on the NPFMC. While I have fished commercially since 1981, and have worked as a Fishery 
Biologist 1 (Land Use), have a college degree — I have never had a class in fisheries management - I 
have degree In forestry. Most of what I learned about fisheries, models, and management systems was at 
the elbow of some very patient people during the course of Pacific Salmon Treaty negotiations, Board of 
Fishery and Council meetings. A program like the one proposed would have been helpful for myself along 
the way - especially today as I try to explain current fishery management Issues to local fishermen, While 
there are many good knowledgeable people active in fisheries and fisheries policy today, I think we all 
could have benefited greatly from a program that is being proposed. On the flip side, there are also many 
people who have strong opinions on fisheries management - but very little acquaintance with factual 
information. The proposed program would have positive benefits here as well. 

While the results of such a program may be years off, I believe the time to start Is now as things are likely 
to become more complex In the world of fishing. Thank you for your consideration.

For example, you're the only 
non-incumbent who won, 

I've looked over the report and here are the excerpts where you are mentioned. 
Beth Leschper 

Positioning Women to Win . 

When we began studying the results of the 1 998 elections, only 16 
women had served as governor in the entire 225-year history of the 
United States. Today, that number has risen to 29. Nine women 
governors currently serve as the chief executive in their states: Alaska, 
Arizona, Connecticut, Delaware, Hawaii, Kansas, Louisiana, Michigan 
and Washington. . 

Among these are five incumbent women governors who were re-elected 

in 2006, the first year in which a class of women governors 

this large stood for re-election. The results were extremely encouraging. 

The two Republicans and three Democrats won by significant margins. 
Four skillfully prevented serious opposition; only one drew a real threat 
and, in the end, she won handily. Among the six non-incumbent women 
candidates for governor in 2006, only one ~ Sarah Palin of Alaska - . 
succeeded. 

The Republican candidates for governor included: Kerry Healey (MA), 
. Linda Lingle (Hi), Sarah Palin (AK), M. Jodi Rell (CT) and Judy Baar 
Topinka (IL), 

The largely Republican business community of Alaska initially 
contributed to former Democratic Governor Tony Knowles instead of the 
upstart Republican nominee Sarah Palin because they knew him, didn't 
know her and didn't believe she could win - despite the fact that she 
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defeated a sitting governor in her primary. 

In Alaska, Tony Knowles suggested in debates that the complexity and 
economics of the oil pipeline were beyond Sarah Palin's experience. 
It is easier for incumbent governors to sidestep this pitfall because they've had 
a chance to establish credibility on their money management skills. In Kansas, 
Kathleen Sebelius touted her many small savings as a symbol of her care with 
bigger expenditures and excellent record on streamlining government. 

It is worth noting that Jodi Rell of Connecticut, who ran on ethics-and 
education, and who, as Lt. Governor, succeeded her governor following his 
indictment, was overwhelmingly re-elected. Sarah Palin of Alaska, who first 
came to statewide attention by challenging the propriety of her own party's 
representatives on Alaska's Oil and Gas Conservation Commission, was a 
surprise primary and general election winner. 

Over and over we heard that an experienced, integrated team is at the core of 
every winning gubernatorial campaign - and the lack of 
one is the first sign of a campaign in trouble. (Challenger Sarah Palin was the 
exception. Those interviewed on the Alaska race likened her election to the 
outcome of a movement, rather than the result of a well-executed campaign.) 

As the non-incumbent candidates discovered, the making of a "populist" may 
be easier said than done, but circumstances can help as they did in Alaska. 
There, Sarah Palin beat an incumbent governor against a backdrop of 
corruption charges.
